2 Englith Prizes which he had taken, whereupon the 
Captain of the Privateer going on board the Man of 
War to demand his Prizes again, the Portuguefe Cap- 
tain order’d him to be {eiz’d and carry’d_ him to Lis- 
bon. The Bifcayners by way of Reprifal, have fince 
takeri a Portuguefe Ship laden with Brafs Cannon

They befeech you to re- 
prefent to the King, that it is not through want of 
Zeal for his Majetty, that they have not yet been 
able co fatisfie the voluntary Engagement they en- 
tred into at a time when they hoped to be able to 
perform it; but their private Foretines are. fo Mo- 
derace,che Expence they were oblig’d to be at upon 
the lajt Augmentation of Salaries {o Great, and the 
Credit they can obtain fo Little, becaufe they can- 
not give a Creditor fufficient Securiry upon their 
Employment of which he could makeno Advan- 
tage,as torender them utterly unable to procure the 
Sums requifire, when fo many Societies of Men are

‘ The Parliament hopes from the King’s [nies 
that he will be pleas’d to confider, that tho’ our 
Offices may be more properly call’d_ his than our 
own, yet, by his own and his Predeceffors Appoint- 
ment,for more th#h 100 Years paft, they are a con- 
fiderable part of the Subfiftence of our Families, 
which rhe Calamities of. the State have much di- 
minith'd. 

‘ The Parliament having the Honour to diftribute 
* in his Majefty’s place,that Juftice which He owes to
